GAR. 859(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 
of the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), read with rule 11 of the Indian Adminis¬ 
trative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954, the Central Government in consultation with the Govern¬ 
ment of West Bengal hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Indian 
Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954, namely:— 

1. (1) The rules may be called the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) 22nd 
Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the first day of January, 1973. 

2. In Schedule III appended to the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954. 
under the heading "A—posts carrying pay above the time scale pay in the Indian Admi¬ 
nistrative Service under the State Governments” against West Bengal for the entries 
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“Secretaries to Government—Ri. 2,250, Special Secretary, Finance Department—Rs. 2,250" 
the following entries shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Secretaries to Government—Rs. 2500—125/2—2750 Special Secretary, Finance 
Department * Rs. 2500-125|2-2750" 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central Civil Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973, were issued to implement the 
recommendations made by the Third Central Pay Commission in reBpect of the pay 
scales of Class H, Class III and Class IV employees. They were given effect to from 
|he 1st January, 1973. Government have since broadly accepted, with Borne modill- 
Cation, the recommendations of the Third Central Pay Commission regarding the pay 
scales in Class I Services/posts and the All India Services and have decided that, except 
in respect of revision of pay or scales of pay of posts which have been upgraded to R*. 
3,000 (fixed) or above, the date of effect of revision of pay scales in Class I Services/post* 
and the All India Services shall be t!nc same as for employees in Class II to Class IV, 
namely, the 1st January, 1973. The Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954 are, 
therefore, being amended accordingly,
